SIMP  BEANS;  Late  plaited  beans  in  the  Hammond  area  are  being  shipped  in  volume  and  this 

movement  nay  continue  until  around  June  10.  These  later  beans  arc  yielding 
fairly  well  v/hereas  the  yield  of  the  earlier  plantings  was  generally  very  low.  Quality  lias  been 
reduced  by  too  much  rain  in  the  northern  part  of  this  area.  Harvest  is  practically  finished  in 
the  Houma  section.  Yields  have  fallen  below  expectations  in  most  producing  areas  with  the  or 
lot  movement  to  date  loss  than  half  as  large  as  comparable  shipment  figures  for  the  spring  of  1942. 
The  peak  of  the  movement  was  reached  May  26  when  20  cars  w.rc  shipped. 

Ch-si..  PTT-RERS;  Poppers  are  stenting  tq  novo  but  volumo  shipments  are  not  expected  before 

June  10-12. 

POTATOES:  Potatoes  were  practically  all  harvested  by  June  1 around  Houma  and  other 

Southern  points  while  the  New  Beads  area  will  be  largely  cleaned  out  by  about 
June  10.  Yields  were  reduced  by  shortage  of  rainfall  in  these  important  areas,  being  drastically 
cut  around  New  Bonds.  The  dry  weat her  continued  tlirough  harvest,  permitting  almost  continuous 
dig  ' igg  and  the  crop  moved  cut  fast.  Hclativcly  heavy  shipments  axe  originating  in  most  of  the 
parishes  e^st  of  the  Mississippi  Biver. 

Harvest  is  beginning  in  so:  .e  areas  over  the  northern  pert  of  the  State  but  here 
the  yields  are  also  expected  to  be  rather  low  because  of  moisture  shortage.  Shipments  for  the 
entire  State  already  exceed  total  shipments  for  1942,  but  the  crop  is  far  below  what  should  have 
bee::  produced  on  the  greatly  expanded  acreage.  Peals  movement  of  171  cars  by  rail  was  reached  on 
Ifc. y 15. 

T0.MTQES:  Several  tomato  packing  sheds  in  North  Louisiana  opened  about  June  1 and  most 

are  expected  to  be  packing  by  June  7.  The  crop  partly  caught  up  with  the 
season  and  harvest  is  not  quite  as  late  as  indicated  earlier.  Fair  to  good  yields  arc  expected 
in  some  areas  while  prospects  are  less  favoralle  in  others,  dry  weather  having  hurt  the  crop 
materially  in  some  localities.  Last  year  the  peak  of  13  cars  was  reached  on  June  17.
